WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—Some- 
thing of a furor has been stirred 
up in naval, political and diplomat-

recorded of a doctor’s death lies 


back of the announcement: that 
Dr. Hunter Findlay Tod died in 


the London Hospital a few days 
ago.

United States exports of petroleum products fs ae 1922 showed an 
increase of 5 per cent in quantity over the 1921 figure, according to 
compilations of the petroleum division of the Department of Com- 
merce. The value declined about 13.5 per cent in harmony with the 
generally lower level of export values of all classes of merchandise. 

Exports of petroleum products of the domestic production is sold 


were valued at $345,322,920.or 9.2 
per cent of the total value of all 
domestic merchandise exported, 
about the same percentage as in 
1921, compared with 6.2 per cent 
in 1018. The importance of for- 
eign markets to the -petroleum in- 
dustry is indicated by the propor- 
tion of refined petroleum products 
exported to domestic production, 
approximately 20 per. cent. 
Exports of crude petroleum in 
922 Increased more than 1.000, 
00 barrels over those for the fre- 
ceding year, following the large in- 
crease in production, while 
verage export value declined about 
4s cents per barrel.
